It may be posisble for peo- 
ple sometimes to think they 
are humble when in truth 
they are self exalted in try- 
ing to believe they are hum- 
ble when they are not. | 

They may appear humble 
and try to show it by their 
plain dress, or modest actions 
and lowered tone of voice, 
but real humility means much 
more than a mere outward 
show. 

If a person has an exalted 
opinion of himself and makes 
a boast of modesty and hum- 
ility, and puts himself for- 
ward and makes himself con- 
spicuous and appears import- 
ant, he is not in the sphere of 
humility. 

Almost every Christian 
knows that it is necessary to 
be humble, and many times 
people are heard to express 
their desire to be humble, and 
often pray and ask God to 
keep them low and humble 
before Him. This of course 
is all good when it is done in 
sincerity. 

There is a way to really 
and truly get humble and re- 
main so. The closer one 
lives to God the more hum- 
ble he will be because he 
can realize something of 
God’s greatness and his no- 
thingness in comparison. 
But as long as a person rfe- 
mains only in the presence of 
his equals it may be difficult 


While brother Job was in 
personal contact with his 
three friends(?) he felt he was 
as wise aS they, and that his 
knowledge of things was epual 
with theirs, so they were not 
able to subdue him. When 
they would talk he would 
answer back. But when the 
Lord came to Job and talked 
with him a few miuutes, Job 
was ready to get humble 
right. When he saw himself 
by the side of his triends he 
was their equal, but when he 
found himself in the presence 
of God the first thing he said 
was, “Behold, I am vile; 
what shall I answer thee? I 
will lay mine hand upon my

but I will not answer: yea, 
twice; but I will poceed no 
further.” (Job 40:4,5.) 

This same truth is illustrat- 
ed in the life of Peter when 
Jesus came to the fishermen 
who had toiled all night and 
taken nothing. When they 
had let down their nets at 
the word of Jesus and enclos- 
ed such a multitude of fish, 
Peter was made to realize his 
littleness in the presence of 
the mighty Christ. He fell 
down at Jesus’ knees and ex- 
claimed “Depart from me; 
for I am a sinful man,O Lord.” 

This same Peter thirty 
years later in his letter to the 
elect of God gave a special 
lesson on humility. Among 
other things he said, “Ye 
younger, submit yourselves 
unto the elder.” This shows 
that there may be a tendency 
in young livesto want to 
reach above those of more 
experience and maturer years 
and usurp from them their 
rightful respect and honor. 
So he exhorts the young peo- 
ple to be subject or obedient 
to those who are older __—_in 
the way. 

Then apparently as if he 
knew it was possible for even 
older people to become ex- 
alted because he was _ teach- 
ing the young people to obey 
them, he turned to them and 
said, ‘“Yea,all of you be sub- 
ject one to another.” And to 
make sure that he would not 
be misunderstood he adds, 
“And be clothed with hum- 
ility.” 

This shows then that a 
humble person willbe subject 
to others and not self-willed 
or self-conceited; but will 
take advice and be easily en- 
treated. They will respect 
their superiors and be subject 
to them. They will preter 
others to themselves. They 
will respect the advice of 
others of superior rank even 
when it seem contary to their 
own judgment. 

In order to make the les- 
son still more impressive, 
and to show its value Peter 
said, “For God resisteth the 





mouth. Once I have spoken; 


proud.” Pride then is the 


opposite of humility. A 
proud person then is one that 
will, not submit to others. 
He is going to act according 
to his impsessions or leadings 
even if it is contrary to the 
advice of those who are old- 
er and his superiors in knowl- 
edge and experience as well 
as position. This is the kind 
of a person that Peter declar- 
es God is against and will re- 
sist. 

I wonder if you know of 
anyone who has refused to 
take the advice of others and 
acted. on their own responsi- 
bility. Do not consider the 
man that is spiritual and with 
a degree of wisdom who has 
refused to take the advice of 
worldings or those who were 
opposed to the real truth, but 
see if you can remember any 
one that has failed to take the 
advice ofa real father in spir- 
itual things, and one who is 
capable of giving the right 
kind of advice. Don’t look 
too far away in your search, 
but try and bring this search 
down to yourself and see if 


you have; shown a streak of 
that 


pride at any time so 
God would be compelled to 
resist you according io Peter’s 
statement. 

It would certainly be a

After all of this and as a 
kind of conclusion Peter adds, 
“Humble yourselves therefore 
under the mighty hand of 
God, that he may exalt you 
in due time.” The same as 
to say, you learn obedience 
first, and then you will be fit 
to occupy a position of trust 





where it will be neccesary tor 
others to submit to you. No 
one is capable of ruling or 
governing if he has never sub- 
mitted to rule or goverrnment 
himself. 


Althongh Jesus was des- 
tined to be a ruler, and was 
the Son of God, it is said that 
He learned obedience (Heb. 
5:8) before He was exalted to 
the highest position in the 
universe. He went down in- 
to the depths of humility be- 
fore He traversed the moun- 
tain peaks of authority and 


rulershhip. He ‘made him- 
self of no reputation and took 
upon Him the form of a ser- 
vant”, and was “obedient 
uato death, even the death of 
the cross.” (Phil. 2:7,8) 

The very lowest and most 
disgraceful death He could 
die. But following this obed- 
ience and submission came 
the highest exaltation: 
“Wherefore God also hath 
highly exalted Him and given 
Him a name which is above 
every name.” (Phil.2:9.) 


Do you want to ascend to 
the very highest position that 
God has ordained for you? 
Then you must first go down 
into the depths of humility, 
and climb up to the moun- 
tain peaks of perfect love. 


You often say you want to 
follow Jesus all the way; then 
you must learn to obey those 
that have the rule over you. 
That is the first great step in 
following in His steps. Take 
up your cross and follow Him. 
Do something that you don’t 
much want to do in order to 
submit yourself to those who 
are over you in the Lord. 
Your spirit may revolt, but 
do it any way. Break your 
spirit and bend your will, or 
break your will and bend 
your spirit. Make yourself 
do it without murmuring and 
without thinking you are im- 
posed upon. It is a cross in- 
deed but that is the way 
Jesus said go. 

When Jesus was suffering 
in the garden He said He 
would like to have the cup 
removed, but if it was the 
Father’s will for Him He 





would willingly drink it. 
That was submisson. You 
would like to do something 
else, but he who is over you 
in the Lord says for you to do 
this thing. Which are you 
going to do? The Bible says 
for you to submit, and Peter 
shows that if you do not sub- 
mit one to another (according 
to Heb. 13:17 this means obey 
them that have the rule over 
you and are watching for 
your soul.) You put your- 
self in position so the Lord 
will resist you, for He resists 
the proud which you have 
made yourself by refusing to 
obey. 

I would not write this way 
if Jesus had not said, “And 
whosoever deth not bear his 
cross, and come after me, can- 
not be my disciple, for I came 
down from heaven, not tu'do 
mine own will but the will 
of him that sent me,” and 
the many other Scriptures on 
the same line. 

I never would have been 
your servant the editor of the 
Evangel if I had consulted my 
own desires. It has always 
been a cross to me and _siill 
remains so, but I submitted to 
your worthy committee and | 
am doing the best Ican. I 
feel that some body else could 
do better, but I dare not re- 
bel and refuse to submit to 
the brethren, because to do so 
would show some pride and 
thus merit the resistance of 
God, for He resists the proud. 

What is true in my case is 
just as true in yours in your 
sphere. But this does not 
mean that those in authority 
shall take advantage of _ this 
and exercise lordship over 
those under them. The com- 
mittee did not act as lords 
over me and force me into 
this position, but they agreed 
that I should take it and I sub- 
mitted although it wasa cross 
and against what I really 
thought I ought to do. But 
I humbly submitted and God 
is giving grace and the pap- 
er is a blessing to thousands 
upon thousands. 

Inconclusion let me repeat 
that without these two _prin- 
ciples “humility and perfect 
love” more or less demon- 
strated by the absence of 
of selfishness, all efforts to do 
good will fail. It you follow 
the footsteps of Jesus you 
will go the humble submissive 
way.

In looking over the life of 
a person who 1s truly saintly, 
there will be few signs more 
apparent than this, that he is 
able to control his tongue. As 
we look back over the mul- 
titude of acquaintances we 
have had among the children 
of God, it seems to us that 
those who have left 
the deepest and most lasting 
impressions upon us concern- 
ing God and heaven, and 
who stand head and should- 
ers above the rest, have in 
most cases been persons who 
were careful of their words 
in all cases, and especially 
careful in speaking of faults, 
failings and short comings of 
others. Our conversation of 
others is such a good indica- 
tor of our feeling toward 
them. “Out of the abundance 
of the heart the mouth speak- 
eth.” This is true with re- 
card to our attitude to every- 
thing, and specally to individ- 
uals. 

“Who is a wise man and 
endued with knowledge 
show 
out of a good conversation 
his work with meekness 
of wisdom.” The conversa- 
tion of aholy man seems to 
be the balance wheel, so to 
speak, in his life. If this is 


- in‘good shape it is rathera 


good indication concerning 
all else in his life. Saint 
James declares that “If any 
man offend not in word, the 
same isa perfect man, and 
able also to bridle the whole 
body.” But how little im- 
portance is attached to the 
use of the tongue. The same 
writer says that from the 
same mouth  proceedeth 
blessing and cursing. If in 
conversation we use our 
tongue to pronounce evil 
against some one, what must 
be the condition of the heart 
that prompted us todo so? 
Is it not evil too? 

The tongue is likened to 
the bits we put in the horses’ 
mouths with which we guide 
them, but if we do not use it 
rightly Satan will surely run 
away with us and destroy us. 
If the steersman of the ship 
does not steer the ship prop- 
erly, he is likely to run his 
ship aground or collide with 
other vessels. So with our 
tongue, it is like the ship’s 
helm, we can use it to wreck 
our life. | 

The tongue is likened to 
fire. We could scarcely get 
along without fire, but fire in

the furniture, walls and roof 
of our home would very soon 
bring inconvenience to us. 
So the tongue like the fire 
out of its proper place and 
use can soon bring havoc to 
our service for God. The 
tongue can effect our whole 
life, and even burn to the 
lowest hell. How we would 
shrink from a deadly poison 
in our food or drink, but the 
tongue is to be feard more if 
it is out of order. It can, in- 
deed, bite as a serpent and 
sting as an adder. 


The length and happiness 
of this life seems to depend 
on how well we are able to 
control and use our tongues. 
“For he that will love life, 
and see good days, let him 
refrain his tongue from evil, 
and his lips that they speak 
no guile.” 1 Pet. 3:10. But 
we may be assured that if 
because of prejudice, jeal- 
ousy, or for any other reason 
we speak evil of others and 
injure the usefulness, destroy 
their happiness in the world 
it will surely come back to 
us again. A little fireside 
conversation, or friendly in- 
tercourse, is indulged, and 
the little reports about the 
pastor or leaders or a 
member are indulged freely, 
and delighted in, become a 
real sweet morsel to those 
indulging in it, and from one 
to another it is carried around
